Q.—Is it harmful to leave a de- 


caying wisdom tooth in the mouth? 
Does it poison the system in any 
way? 


A.—It is always harmful to leave 


any decaying tooth in the mouth 
for an extended time. The usual 
sequence of trouble is an exposed 
pulp (nerve) with pain, followed 
by death of the pulp and subse- 
quent abscess. It does not poison 
the system till an abscess has form- 
ed. These teeth usually arc not as 
well developed as other molars.
